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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Since the amendments to the claims are not being 
entered due to the requirement for further consideration, the 35 U.S.C. 112 2nd paragraph rejections are being maintained due to the 
claimed invention requiring the use of HIMAX technology which contains several steps based on the specification at pages 5, 7 and 1 1 
(particularly the flow charts on pages 7 and 11). As stated in the previous Office action, it is unclear if the HIMAX technology is the process 
mapped out on page 7 or if it is the specific step as presented on page 11. Due to applicants amendment submitted on 7/14/2010, by 
removing the recitation of HIMAX technology in claims 1 and 3, the scope of the claimed invention has become broader and additional 
consideration of the claimed invention is now required. 

However, upon entry of these amendments the above stated rejections would be overcome. 
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
